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Passes Away 


82:Year-Old-Timer of Gull Lake 
And Bentley Districts Dies in 
Hospital On Saturday Night 


BENTLEY.~-William Wiese, 82- 
year-old pioneer of this district, 
passed away at the Bentley Com- 
munity Hospital Saturday eve- 
ning. His death camé as a dis- 
tinct shock to his family and 
friends. The previous Sunday hc 
and Mrs. Wiese had motored to 
Tees to visit at the home of their 
daughter, Mrs. Linda Marshall, 
and family. He was taken ill 
while there and brought to the 
Bentley Hospital Monday. 

Funeral services were held on 
Tuesday afternoon at the Com- 
munity Hall here, and a large 
number of friends ‘filled the hall 
to pay their last respects. Rev. 
J. H. Huston of Rimbey and Rev. 
C. A. Warren of Bentley officiat- 
ed at the funeral. Interment was 


made at the Bentley cemetery. , 


The Lacombe Funeral Home had 
charge of the funeral arrange- 
ments. 


Pallbearers at the funeral were 
all grandchildren of the deceased. 

Mr. Wiese came to this district 
from Nebraska in 1900 and 
settled at what is now known as 
Aspen Beach. In the pioneer 
days of the district, Aspen Beach 
was Called: Wieseville, in his 
honor. At‘this time, Gull Lake 
was a stopping place for settlers 
moving further west. Mr. Wiese 
built the first hotel at Aspen 
Beach. 

Born in Germany 

He was born in Germany on 
Dec. 21, #856, and at the age of 
24 he travelled to the States, 
settling in Nebraska, in which 
State he. lived until moving to 
this district. We remained at 
Aspen Beach until 1913, at which 
time he sold his interests and 
purchased a farm near Carstairs, 
where the family resided for five 
to Bentley, where he purchased 
a house, living there for three 
years before moving to the farm 
12 miles north-west of town 
where he lived until the time of 
his death. 

In 1886 Mr. Wiese married 
Miss Mary Schultz, a native of 
Germany, who came to Nebraska 
with her parents when a young 
girl. In 1936 the aged couple 
celebrated their golden wedding 
anniversary. 

The sympathy of the entire dis- 
trict goes out to Mrs. Wiese and 
her family at this time. 

Mr. Wiese leaves to mourn his 
loss his wife; four sons, Roy and 
Ralph of Bentley; Carl of Barr- 
head and Detluff of Consort; 
three daughters, Mrs. L, Thorp, 
Bentley; Mrs. L. Marshall of Tees 
and Mrs. Eva Newcombe of Car- 
stairs. There are 27 grand chil- 
dren and two great grand chil- 
dren.

Seed Peas Crop 
Profitable For 
District Farmers 


Details released in Lacombe 
Monday show that many farmers 
in this area have been able to 
reap good profits from the 
growing of peas for seed; at the 
same time diversifying their 
crops. Under contract with the 
Grimm Alfalfa Seed Growers’ 
Association of Brooks, Alta. a 
total of 300 acres were sown to 
this crop by twenty farmers in 
this district and the returns from 
the sale of the peas were very 
satisfactory. One farmer had 20 
acres of peas, which netted him 
$40. per acre. The Brooks Asso- 
ciation pays $2.50 to $3.10 per 
100 pounds for the pea crop, 
according to grade, and all seed 
is shipped to Brooks for clean+ 
ing and distribution. 

Seed is supplied each Spring 
by the Association, the cost of 
‘suth seed being deducted from 
the crop returns in the fall, At 
Brooks the seed is planted and 
the resulting crop sold to can- 
ning factories. 

T. Wilks of Lacombe, agent for 
the Brooks growers in Central 
Alberta, stated that the growing 
of peas for seed is now on a 
large scale, as over 2,000,000 
pounds are grown- annually for 
this purpose in Alberta.

day night. Close to 100 attended 
the gathering. In acknowledging 
the gift, Mayor Jones said, in 


_part that he appreciated very 


much the kindness extended him, 
and the large gathering he felt 
were his friends, or they would 
not be there, which he valued 
greatly. 

“I do not think,” he continued, 
“that I have been more embar- 
rassed for some years, and my 
feelings are deeply touched with 
this sentiment. Any little help 
that I have accorded has been a 
pleasure to me, and I shall treas- 
ure the gift, and the kindly feel- 
ings which induced it, for the rest 
of my life. It was no little break 
to leave so many kind friends, 
after a residence-in Lacombe of 
26 years.” 

While his new duties were in 
another town, he intended for 
the present to keep his home 
here and would be a frequent 
visitor. “I recall with pleasure,” 
he said, “meeting several of my 
friends here tonight when I first 
came to Lacombe in 1913.” 

Mayor Jones was the _ first 
president of the Lacombe and 
District Board of Trade in 1925. 

Regular Business 

It was the third quarterly 
meeting of the Board ‘and was 
presided over by President J. S. 
McCormick. Prior to the presen- 
tation, several matters were dis- 
cussed by the members. H. S. 
Trame reported on the Edmon- 
ton meeting, where delegates 
from different parts of the prov- 
ince were strongly in favor of 
forming a provincial body, to be 
known as the Associated Boards 
of Trade of Alberta, and a con- 
vention has been called to take 
place at Red Deer on: Wednesday, 
Oct. 26. Delegates from Lacombe 
to attend that convention were 
appointed. 

The Youth Training School 
was discussed and surprise was 
expressed that the school would 
be held at Lacombe or Ponoka, 
according to a tentative program 
sent out by the Government, in 
view of the great success of the 
school held in Lacombe last year, 
which officials freely admitted 
to be one of the best. It was de- 
cided that the secretary write to 
the Department of Agriculture, 
assuring them every co-opera- 
tion, and asking that the school 
be again held here in 1939. 

Reports on Water Diversion 

G. E. DeLong reported on the 
matter of diverting the waters of 
the Blindman River into Gull 
Lake, and also on the pier at the 
lake, which was in process of 
being torn down. He found from 
records kept at the Experimental 
Station that the average yearly 
evaporation was 16 inches, and 
the rain and snowfall 18 inches, 
over a 14-year period, but still 
the lake had showed a gradual 
decline in past years. During the 


Spring run-off the Blindman 
river became a raging torrent, 
and often bridges were under 


water, which if brought into the 
lake would help restore it to its 
normal level. The idea of erect- 
ing a dam might be also investi- 
gated. 

The pier, which had been part- 
ly removed, created a_ greater 
public menace than before, but 
he understood the work had been 
stopped on account of the strong 
objections among the public be- 
cause of its removal. 

T. Wilkes, one of the Gull Lake 
councillors, stated that the coun- 
cil had taken the matter of rais- 
ing the waters of Gull Lake up 
with the Provincial Government 
and a letter had been received 
from the Department of Water 
Resources and Irrigation, advis- 
ing that they had made a pro- 
visional survey and found that 
the Blindman River was lower 
than Gull Lake, and the project 
of diverting water was not fcas- 
ible, and the expense of such an 
undertaking would be exhorbi- 
tant.

Debenture Issue of 
1918 For $8,000 
Cleaned up by Town 


Town Councillors Hear Report 
That Issue Paid in Full; Were 
Issued for Electric Light Plant 


Councillors of the Town of La- 
combe smiled contentedly as 
they viewed a paid-up debenture 
issue of $8,000 at the regular 
council meeting of the Town held 
Tuesday night. The debentures 
were issued in 1918 to provide 
money for the installation of a 
new unit in the town-owned elec- 
tric light plant. Secretary-Treas- 
urer L. P. Minkler explained that 
the final payment had been made 
this year, and the debenture issue 
paid off in full. The debentures 
bear the signatures of W. N. Mor- 
rison, Mayor, and N. E. Carruth- 
ers, Secretary-Treasurer. The 
issue was made up of sixteen 
$500 debenture forms. 


* Considerable discussion regard-

The meeting was arranged for by the Lacombe 
Over sixty attended. 


“The Government 


has moved in the wrong direction” in the opening of the. ‘State 
Credit Houses’,” Mr. Brinson stated. “They’ve missed a connecting 
link (in the circulation of money within a district) and so I’m afraid 
«f the best thing in the world.” Mr. Brinson asserted that his scheme 


was a practical application of the 
Douglas theories,” and that under 
his system the debt of this Prov- 
ince could be liquidated within 
10 years. “Under the present 
set-up of the Provincial Treasury 
branches, those branches will 
have to: borrow to operate. Under 
my system,...we...will be able to 
pay the Government money,” he 
said. 

The speaker dealt with the 
accusation that he was “peeved” 
with the Provincial Government 
because he was not called upon 
to aid in the formation of the 
Provincial Treasury branches. 
“This is positively untrue,” he 
said, 

He gave a detailed report of 
the workings of his credit sys- 
tem. By means of a blackboard, 
he demonstrated theoretically the 
circulation of money. within a 
certain district, showing how, 
under his system, the purchasing 
power within that district could 
be increased. “Douglas dealt in 
theory and principle,” he said. “I 
deal with its application.” 

“Money will come into exis- 
tence as money debt-free under 
my system,” he said. 

Bonus Is Given 

Mr. Brinson pointed out that 
under his system, a “good will 
bonus” of five per cent is given 
on all deposits. Questioned as 
to where this bonus came from, 
he answered, “from the finan- 
cial system.” He emphatically 
stated that saving depositors’ 
money in the “bank” was not 
touched, and was available to the 
depositor at any time. “The sole 
purpose of this association is the 
consumption of goods,” he de- 
clared. 

C. M. Willmot introduced the 
speaker. T. F. Roberts was the 
chairman.

With the opening of schools in 
all parts of Alberta, the need of 
careful driving in the vicinity of 
these buildings is emphasized by 
officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association.

LONDON.—Reaping one of the 
heaviest grain harvests of recent 
years, Britain has turned the 
tables on the pessimists who de- 
clared that early drought and the 
late frosts would prove disas- 
trous. :

Loose From Domination 
Of Alberta Government

EDMONTON. — A breakdown 
of Social Credit party solidarity 
was evidenced here last week 
when the organization in Saskat- 
chewan cut itself loose from the 
Western Canada Social Credit 
Association, elected its own offi- 
cers without.even honorary men- 
tion of Aberhart or any of his 
Alberta henchmen, and _ 6 an- 
nounced that hereafter the party 
in Saskatchewan will allow con- 
stituents to choose their own 
candidates somewhat more demo- 
cratically than letting Edmofiton 
The Saskat- 
chewan executive will select the 
candidates hereafter—if there are 
any. F. J. Herman, who was one 
of the two Social Credit-ers elect- 
ed in the June election, was 
named party leader. 


If the Government hoped that 
chartered banks would object to 
the “treasury branches” so _ far 
established in the province—also 
called “credit houses,” although 
they bear no resemblance to the 
credit houses promised in the 
1935 election campaign — there 
appeared no sign as this week 
opened that the banks would 
oblige by providing new ammu- 
nition for propaganda against 
themselves. Although there is no 
guarantee ‘that someone may 
challenge the legality of the 
treasury branches doing the busi- 
ness of a savings bank, the char- 
tered banks indicated. that the 
scheme is none of their business 
if it does not work to the injury 
of Alberta citizens.

vouchers presented by people 
who are known by the banks to 
be reliable. There still was no 
hint, however, what benefit might 
be expected from the treasury 
branches idea, since the Govern- 
ment must lose money on their 
operating providing clients do 
not—and that money must be 
made up by taxpayers. 


With nomination day drawing 
near, a Liberal was the only 
candidate in the field at the be- 
ginning of this week for the 
Athabasca by-election, set for 
Nov. 7. He is C. J. Rayner, of 
Whiteley, a large-scale farmer at 
Colinton, and he ts expected to 
have the support of all political 
groups opposed to the Social 
Credit Government. It is known 
that Social Credit-ers are experi-

Britain’s Balloons 
Their Own Raid 


LONDON, — Britain -sent its 
famed ballon barrage aloft re- 
cently—dozens of sausage-like 
bags tied to 7,000 feet of steel 
cable to enmesh enemy aircraft— 
and then tried fo count up the 
damage. 

Five balloons broke away from 
their moorings and trailed lines 
which lashed. roofs, tore down 
wires and fences, and generally 
gave bobbies their busiest after- 
noon since the European crisis 
ended. 


One of the bags trailing sev- 
eral hundred feet of cable be- 
came entangled in a railway line, 
Kolding up train service for 20 
minutes, 

The bags are about 65 feet 
long and have a circumference of 
30 feet. Winches on trucks un- 
wind their mooring cables to let 
them rise. 

The idea is that they can be 
let into the air to form a “fence,” 
high in the sky, in which enemy 
aircraft would become entangled 
if they penetrated Britain’s de- 
fending line of aircraft. 

Some. weeks ago a balloon es- 
caped, hopped the channel, up- 
rooted trees and interrupted the 
French power service.

The danger came because of the 
determination of Germany to 
acquire new lands. 

Some people consider that the 
German—and one can add to this 
the Italian and Japanese—motives 
are those of unwarranted aggres- 
sion, of a love for war. 

A study of Hitler’s books and 
speeches, however, and of mat- 
ters underlying world-wide econ- 
omics, convinces me, at least, that 
the real motive actuating the ag- 
gression of Germany, Italy and 
Japan is simply that of a desire 
to secure the essential foodstuffs 
and raw materials necessary for 
the welfare of their people, and 
which products today are denied 
to them, in the quantities they 
need, by the high tariff policies 
of the democratic countries of the 
world. 

The way to satisfy Germany 
and the other “have-not” coun- 
tries, and so to avoid war in the 
future, in my humble opinion, is 
simple. It is to reduce existing 
high tariffs, and so permit the 
exchange of more raw materials 
and foodstuffs of the farmers for 
more of the goods and commodi- 
ties of the world’s’ industrial 
workers.
